Mr. Marshall Harriss, menager of the 
Dublin United Tramways Company, informed 
a Seon representing the unemployed of 
Dublin and Lucan yesterday that the re- 
pale of the tramway to Lucan, which is ex- 
pected to provide work for 600 men, will be 
undertaken as soon as possible.

GOLDSMITH A FORERUNNER 
OF LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


A COMMEMORATIVE 
DISCOURSE.

The usual Festival Service was held in the 
Chapel of Trinity College, Dublin, at 6 
o'clock last evening, when Canon Horace 
Monroe, M.A., Vicar of Wimbledon, de- 
livered a commemorative discourse on Oliver 
Goldsmith, who took his B.A. degree in 1750. 

Canon Monroe said:—We are called upon 
to-day to carry our thoughts back into the 
middle of the eighteenth century, and to 
think in the terms of the period of history 
when Oliver Goldsmith appeared upon the 
stage of literature. It was not until he *had 
reached his twenty-seventh year that he 
actually found his way into the presence of 
Voltaire; yet even before the progressive 
forces of that great man’s mind had played 
upon Goldsmith's understanding his heart 
was beating in tune with the new thought of 
his age. He delighted to call himself a mem- 
ber of that grand society which comprehends 
the whole human race, and h® gloried in the 
title, which he eventually claimed as his 
own—** A Citizen of the World.” So Europe 
became to him a country without ¢rontiers, 
his passport being his own love of humanity, 
his maintenance depending upon humanity’s 
love of him. Preparing and making ready 
the way for the League of Nations, this 
citizen of the world was seeing his vision 
and dreaming his dream, While frontiers 
were ignored abroad, social barriers were 
being broken down at home. 
walked along paths untrodden by less sym- 
path@fic natures, whefe poverty, sorrow, 
oppression, and even shame made their most 
tender appeal. His great heart was moving 
towards social reform half a century before 
the pauper’s funeral had stirred the Harrow 
boy, of the House of Shaftesbury, to awaken 
England to her social responsibility. “The 
question,’’ said Edmund Burke, on one occa- 
sion in the House of Commons, ‘‘is not 
whether gou have a right to render your 
people iplavable, but whether it is not your 
interest to make them happy.” With 
Goldsmith it was far more than an interest ; 
it was a passion which found expression in 
both his poetry and his prose. 

HIS RELIGION. 

In regard to his own religious beliefs. little 
is to be gleaned from his writings, though 
it cannot be denied that he wrote to exalt 
virtue and to condemn vice. This is ob- 
viously not sufficient proof of his religious 
sentiments, but the creator af the “ Vicar of 
Wakefield’ was undoubtedly influenced bya 
belief in the truth, and a reverence for the 
character of religion—on one occasion his dis- 
like for a man who condemned religion gave 
evidence of his own belief. He wrote of reli- 
gion as a noble principle, and of superstition 
us the bastard sprout of this heavenly plant, 
and not its natural or genuine plant—but the 
FUhurch of that tin could not satisfy a heart 
so hungry for the peoples’ good. 

Turning from the religious to the literary 
hfe of Goldsmith’s day, Canon Monroe said 
—It was a difficult period for any poet to 
make his appearance in England: it was a 
time of transition; the patron had almost 
gone, the public had not come, and the critic 
had begun to discover his value without 
being able to measure his limitations. 
Goldsmith was too sensitive to all these diffi 
culties, and he blamed fortune for much that 
a greater spirit might have overcome, It was 
a pity that he was not cast in a more heroic 
mould. 

Canon ' Monroe then narrated the early 
history of Goldsmith, and gave an account of 
his college career, mentioning that he entered 
Trinity College at the age of fifteen years 
as a sizary and he recounted how the cause 
of the poor in the Dublin streets captured 
his imagination. Some wisdom he learnt 
here, and but’ for his follies he might have 
learned more, 

“THE TRAVELLER.” 

The wanderings of this child of imagination, 
said Canon Monroe, were instrumental in 
giving to the world a poem which Fox called 
‘one of the finest poems in the English 
langtage.”’ ‘‘The merit of ‘The Traveller’ ”’

He scarcely ever 
departs from the ordinary habits of theught, 
while he almost. unconsciously, awakens asso- 
clations which make their unerring. appeal 
as they steal into the recesses of the human 
heart. He shows singular consideration of 
men’s feelings, and, though ever humorous, 
he never snatches a joke out: of a misery.

At length the wayward wanderer returned 
to London ‘ without friends, recommenda- 
tions, money, or impudence,”’ to quote his 
own description of his unhappy condition. 
‘When once his genius became known, changed 
circumstances opened the way into the most 
congenial company, His .desire for recog- 
nition when in the company of other men was 
the occasion of his sometimes appearing to dis- 
advantage, and indignation against an unap- 
preciative public made him ridiculous even in 
his own eyes. Qn one occasion he was 
tempted to burn his whole manuscript, but on 
reflection he refrained from this folly.

catastrophe had he allowed his imagination to 
picture the possibility of posthumous fame. 
We ourselves, who honour his memory, hardly 
know how m= ny thoughts familiar ss house- 
hold words owe to the genius of Gcld- 
smith. In rance of his own greatness, 
and with lit ought of all that his pen 
was bequeathin, to posterity, he was at times 
inclined to he jealous of those who in his 
presence were receiving more attention than 
he thought to be their due. His own charac. 
ter was go strange a compound as to make 
it impossible for hin to enjoy in any great 
measure the happiness that life had to offer 
Goldsmith’s life was humoured and coaxed 
too late. He did live to win the world’s ap- 
plause, to earn a good income with his pen, 
and to enjoy the friendship of many great 
men: yet melancholy seemed to have marked 
him for her own. | 

Experience had introduced to Goldsmith so 
many human sorrows as to overshadow the 
hope, cherished in early days and developed 
in his writings, for the happiness of all man- 
kind. Oliver Goldsmith, mourning: over some 
mens undiscovered agonies and on other men’s

ILLEGAL FISHING IN 
THE LIFFEY. 


POACHERS’ ACTIVITIES 
BY NIGHT. 


-- 


An application made by the Dublin Board 
of Conservators to thé Free State Minister of 
Fisheries to prohibit all fishing for salmon or 
trout by means of nets, between sunset and 
sunrise. in the tidal waters of the River 
Liffey to the westward of the mouth of the 
River Dodder’ formed the subject of: an 
inquiry held vesterday by Mr. C. Green, In- 
spector, and Captain Spicer, Assistant In- 


24 Kildare street, Dublin. 

Mr. T. H. R. Craig, solicitor, appeared as 
a riparian owner, and the net fishermen were 
represonted by a large deputation. 

Mr. FE. H. Burne, solicitor to the Board 
of Conservators, said that his clients had ex- 
perienced a most unusual amount of trouble 
and expense in watching illegal fishing with 
nete to the westward of the mouth of the 
River Dodder. For several years past the 
Board had to exercise continual vigilance, 
through the water bailiffs, and a great many 
prosecutions resulted in convictions. Most of 
the offences hadvtaken place at night, usually 
between midnight and daybreak. In two 
cas*s the offenders qould only be captured 
with the aid of Civic Guards, who had to fire 
shots over the boats before they would come 
ashore The bailiffs were exposed to con- 
siderable risk, and the Board had _ incurred 
considerable expense because of the numerous 
prosecutions, $ 

NETS USED BETWEEN BOATS. 

Nets, for which the holder had only a 

ift net licence, had been constantly used 

een two boats. and stretched across the 
This made the position of the Con- 
rvators in maintaining the fishery laws in 
that part of the river impossible, as virtually 
all the offences took place under the cover of 
darkness. The offenders had _ invariably 
shown great hostility to’ the water bailifis 
when challenged for their names and ad- 
dresses. io end this state of affairs, his 
Board had asked for a by-law to prohibit all 
net fishing between sunset and sunrise for 
salmon and trout. 

Evidence was given by Mr. B. a 
Newcombe, clerk to the Board, that there 
were at present 27 drift net licences and 
three draft net licences issued for the tidal 
partion of the Liffey. Most of the bailiffs 
nights were spent in watching that por- 
tion of the river west of the Dodder to pre- 
vent illegal fishing. 

Michmae] McNamara, head water bailiff to 
the Conservators, said that the bailiffs had 
considerable difficulty in watching the river, 
particularly at night time, owing to the 
method of fishing adopted. He had seen 
these operations going on on dozens 2f occa- 
sions, and motor boats and motor cars were 
used to give warning to fishermen. 

MOTOR CARS WARN. BOATS. 

Motor cars went along the road, and, 
though he did not see the signals given, he 
was satisfied that they warned the boats of 
the bailiffs’ approach. Fishing went on 
from nine o'clock at night till seven o'clock 
the following morning, and between these 
hours he had _ frequently found nets 
stretched across the river between two 
boats. Within the past two, vyears 
there were three or four  conyictions. 
From February 2nd to April 3rd this year, 
194 fish, weighing 2,276 pounds, - are sold by 
one fisherman to a dealer, and by another 
twenty fish were sold to the same dealer 
between February 24th and April 3rd. 

Mr. Woodnutt, Hon. Bailiff, gave similar 
evidence, and said that this method of fish- 
ing at night was detrimental to the fishing 
industry. 

Mr. IT. H. R. Craig, a riparian owner, 
gave evidence of men coming from Ringsend 
and dragging a net between two boats down 
the river, which no fish could possibly pass 
in that part of the river. If that 
allowed to continue, in about four 
when the existing fish and fry were 
away with, there would be no fish in the 
river. The river would never be any real 
use until some scheme adopted for 
the whole river. 


_ §HOTS FIRED OVER BOATS. 

Mr. J. H. Browne, Hon. Bailiff, said that 
he had seen motor cars working in con- 
junction ‘with illegal fishing between lsiand 
Bridge and the Metal Bridge. ‘The ‘cars 
circled that part of the river—along the 
roads and over the bridges—where two boats 
were dragging the river On one occasion 
he heard the motor horn being blown. The 
boats went to the opposite side of the river 
and the nets were taken in. On f “o occa- 
sions armed Civic Guards had to €.e shots 
over the boats to get the men to come into 
the quay side. 

Mr. Maguire, speaking on behalf of the 
Ringsend fishermen, said that no doubt this 
fishing. up river would. be detrimental io 
fishing on the Liffey, but if this ground were 
taken away it would leave them with an area 
of 2,000 yards to fish with 7,000 yards of net. 
The fishermen suggested that they should 
get the river from Butt Bridge to half a 
mile west of the Poolbeg Light. The river 
Dodder, he said, was no advantage to salmon 
fishermen, as there were no salmon to be 
found there. 


WEIR STOPPED WITH WIRE. 
James Kearney, a Ringsend fisherman, said 
that the bailiffs, mstead of watching the 
lower reaches of the river, should go up the 
river, where the salmon that were going to 
spawn were killed... He had seen poaching 
at the Leap, saw the weir 
stopped with wire. | 
Mr. Burne—Why did not you' report it? 
Mr. Kearney—I am not paid for that. He 
added that more poachers would be got in 
one month in the upper reaches than in the 
lower reaches of the river in twenty years.

SUCCESSEFU L MOVEMENT IN 


. NORTHERN IRELAND, 


FURTHER GIFT OF 
PHEASANTS’ EGGS, 
= I—— 


Under the guidance of the Wildfowl, 
Game and Fish Protection Society of 
Ulster, considerable progress has. been 
made with game preservation in the North. 

In the next session of Parliament a bill 
is to be introduced to assist those who 
wish to preserve game and add to the re- 
source of the province, from a financial 
point of view, and also as a ploasure- 
ground for visitors. 

It is estimated that if compact shooting 
preserves can be established throughout 
Ulster for pheasant and other ns; which 
would provide a good mixed bag, the 
province might become as attractive a shoot- 
ing centre as Scotland, where grouse is avail- 
able íor a limited period every year, and 
deer is available on a restricted scale. 

Something has been done towards forming 


such preserves, and farmers, who see the 


‘financial possibilities of the movement, are 


giving cordial co-operation. In various peg 
of the province they are combining and form- 
ing preserves of several hundred acres in 
extent, in some cases in association with 
sporting men, who have rented the shooting 
rights. Notices have been put up declaring 
hat the lands are reserved, and efforts ara 
being made to keep the vermin in check. 
Partridges and pheasants are being imported 
to form the nucleus of stock. It has been 
found by cxperience ,that these imported 
birds’ nest’ on the Aande when they are 
liberated, and, as they are very prolific, 
the stock is quickly increased. 

Hungarian partridges which were recently 
imported by a syndicate and liberated in 
County Down immediately settled in their 
new quarters, and were soon sitting on good 
clutches of er ?s. 

Sporting ci:bs are also contemplated in 
some districts to arrange with| farmers for 
the letting of lands, the presdrvation and 
propagation of stock, and the forming of 
regular “shoots,” which may be open to 
visitors on daily or we “is fees. 

Recently 1.000 phe ‘amts’ eggs, presented 
by Captain Freeman, «! the Captain Freeman 
Game Farm, to the Wild Fowl, Game and 
Fish Protection Society, were balloted for, 
and distributed iy Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., 
and Mr. Llovd ( impbell, M.P. 

The Hon. Seeretary of the Game Protection 
Association hes received a further letter from 
Captain Freeman, in which he expresses 
delight at the interest taken in the game 
preservation movement in Ulster, and in- 
creases his offer of free eggs. He states that 
he is sending another 1,000 immediately, and 
that more will follow. The Society hopes to 
despatch the second thousand: eggs early next 
week to the persons whose names come next 
in order in the ballot already mentioned.

LONDON INACTIVE. 
SLUMP IN INDIA STOCK. 


The volume of business transacted in the 
London Stock Markets yesterday remained on. 
a small seale, but despite the lack of interest 
a generally steady tone was manifest. The 
accumulation of orders over the week-end 
proved to be of very moderate dimensions, the 
public still awaiting developments in the coal 
position before entering into fresh commit- 
ments, and after these tgansactions had been 
carried out the markets experienced an ex- 
tremely lean period. Two features were a 
sharp reaction in India Government Stocks 
and the slump in Armstrongs owing to the 
poor report. Apart from Indians, the gilt- 
edged market; showed little change on the day 
Foreign Government Stocks were not altered 
to any great extent, but quotations where 
changed were, with the exception of French 
Loans, a shade easier. An “extremely quiet 
tone ruled in Home Rails, but a steady ap- 
pearance was maintained. Colonial and 
Foreign Rails, on the other hand, were a trifle 
firmer in places. In Industrials the chief 
feature was the sharp decline in Armstrongs 
on the position as disclosed in the report, and 
at the close some heavy losses were registered. 
Textiles were steady, but Tobaccos were 
marked forward, while, Dunlops displayed a 
firm appearance. Oils were firm in tone, but 
among Mines South Africans were content to 
repeat previous levels. 


SIR W. G. ARMSTRONG, WHITWORTH 
AND COMPANY’S BIG LOSS. 
Losses of hundreds of thousands of pounds 
, in the great undertakings controlled by Arm- 
strong, Whitworth, one of the world’s biggest 
armament and stee! combines, require to be 
written off with the sanction of the share- 
holders at next week's meeting. The losses 
are attributed to bad trade, foreign competi- 
tion, and production costs. A sum of 
£900,000 has been decided upon by the direc- 
tors as necessary to be transferred from the 
reserve. “The greater part of this amount 
will be required to write off losses already 
incurred,’’ they state. Five directors have 
resigned, including the chairman. They are 
Sir Glvnn H. West (chairman), Mr. J. M. 
Falkner, Sir G. H. Murray, Rear-Admiral Sir 
Charles Ottley and Lord Sydenham. Over ten 
million pounds in share capital is issued and 
paid up, and outstanding debenture stocks 
amount to over seven millions. The City 
vesterday was discussing this latest sensation 
in the repercussion from the post-war boom. 
After many firms had felt its effects, the 
greatest and most drastic reconstruction of 
any came about last December, when the 
other great armament concern, Vickers, wrote 
down their capital from 26 to 18 millions. 
Sir W. G. Armstrong, Whitworth and Co., 
Ltd.. whose report for 1925 has just been 
issued, state that the full amount of the Josses 
is not yet known. ‘‘ The directors regret to 
report,” states the report, ' that a continu- 
ance of adverse conditions, particularly as 
regards bad trade, the costs of production, 
and foreign ‘competition, have materially 
affected the results of the year. Moreover, 
the efforts to secure business to compensate 
for the serious reduction in armament orders, 
for which Elswick and the other main plants 
of the company have been specially equipped, 
are not giving the results which were 
expected. .A close investigation of certain 
accounts has been made, from which it is 
evident that the original estimates of profit in 
connection with important contracts will not ; 
be realised, and that instead heavy losses, due 
to the above mentioned and other causes, will 
result. The extent of these losses is difficult 
to estimate and the full amount is not yet 
known, but the directors have considered it 
essential to transfer from the general reserve 
e sum of £900,000, as it, was considered 
the greater part of this amount will be 
requ to write off losses already incurred.” 
The annual meeting of the shareholders is this 
dav week, at Newcastle, and the directors 
will be able to explain the results of consulta- 
tions with the largest shareholders and with 
hankers. Armstrong, Whitworths paid divi- 
dends at 1354 p.c. at the beginning of the war, 
and for the remainder of the war of 124 p.c. 
In 1920 they paid 10 p.c. and up till 1924 
5 p.c.

yest beef, 52/- to 48/-; cow beef made 42/.; Mr. 
J. Reid got the latter figure for his animals. The

An extraordinary general meeting of 
Marconi’s Wireless Telegraph Company, - ig 
London, yesterday, unanimously passed a 
resoluteion altering the Articles of Associa. 
tion ‘by the insertion of a provision that the 
company shall continue to remain under 
British control. 

Senatore Marconi, who presided, explained 
that the Postmaster-General, in granting the 
company a licence to establish services with 
certain Continental countries and with ail 
other foreign countries outside Europe, made 
it a condition that the company should 
remain nder British contrel. The altera- 
tions in the Articles of Association proposed 
had been drafied in consultation with the 
General Post Office, and they carried out the 
Postmaster’s intention. The directors cordi- 
ally agreed with the view ot the Postmaster. 
General that the Government should have an 
absolute guarantee that the company which 
is to conduct the wireless telegraph service 
between the United Kingdom and foreign 
countries ought to be under British control, 
and that an adequate safeguard should be 
provided -that at no time should it cease to 
be a British controlled company. The pro- 
posed alterations would provide that at no 
time shall more than 25 per cent. of the 
issued capital of the company “be -in the 
hands or under the eontrol of persons not 
of British nationality. The amended articles 
also provided that no person other than 4 
British subject shall be qualified to hold 
office as a director or other officer of the 
company, or be employed in a managerial 
capacity, except in a foreign country, and 
that no person shall be employed by the com- 
pany in the management or working of any 
of its stations in the United Kingdom or 
India, or any British Dominion, Cofony, or 
Dependency who is not a natural-born British 
subject These provisions do not apply to 
directors or officers holding office or -em- 
ployed by the company on December 31 last. 

Mr. Burrowes Shiel (Dublin) said that the 
shareholders had been promised over and 
over again that when the Government paid 
the compensation for the company’s services 
during the war the shareholders would re- 
ceive something. The compensation had 
now matured, and he ventured to ask. what 
was going to be done. 

Mr. Kelleway said that the Government’s 
award would be the subject of arbitration by 
Lord Buckmaster. Against this the Govern. 
ment were claiming a sum for income tax. 
When the money was received it would be 
distributed in a manner best serving the 
interests of the company. 


THE METHODIST CHURCH. 


At the annual meeting of the Board of 
Governors of the Methodist College, Belfast, 
held under the presidency of Professor J. A. 
Lindsay, M.A., M.D., very cheering reports 
were presented of the continued prosperity 
of the school. The number of pupils-on the 
roll is 723, the highest on record. More dis. 
tinctions in the public and university ex- 
aminations were obtained than in any previous 
year. A sum of £20,000 has been expended 
during the last ten years in extension and 
improvement of the premises and equipment. 
The entire premises have been recently valued 
at £190,000. The thanks of the Board were 
presented to the Principal, Mr. J. W. 
Henderson, M.A., and the members of the 
staff for their services during the year. Mr. 
G. H. Fulton, Hon. Treasurer, was appointed 
to represent the Board at the ensuing Con- 
ference. : 

On the invitation of Mr. and Mrs. Fullerton 
a large party of ministers and laymen met in 
Rockfort, Dalkey, to welcome home on furs 
lough the Rev. R. H. Foster, B.A., D.C.M., 
from Madras. Mr. R. W. Booth presided, 
and an informing address was delivered by 
Mr. Foster, who afterwards answered a 
number of questions bearing on missionary 
work in India. The large number of friends 
present were interested to learn from Mr, 
Fullerton that the Rev. James Calvert, 
pioneer missionary to the Fiji Islands, had 
delivered an address in the , te seo in 
which they were assembled. 

The jubilee services of Carlisle Memorial 
Church, Belfast, were continued on Sunday, 
the special preacher being the Rev. R. Lee 
Cole, M.A., B.D., a former minister of the 
church. There were large congregations. 
Altogether the jubilee services are said to 
have been among the best the Church has 
known. At the request of the trustees a de- 
lightfully written history of the Church has 
been prepared by Mr. Cole. 

The Rev. W. L. Northridge, M.A., Ph.D., 
having intimated his intention to retire from 
the Secretaryship of the Sunday School de- 
partment of the Charch, the Committee tor 
Work Amongst the Young has sent forward 
to the Conference the following names for the 
selection of his successor—the Rev. John 
McCaftrey (Belfast), the Rev. J. R. Wesley: 
Roddie (Londonderry), and the Rev. R. L. M. | 
Waugh, M.A., B.D. (Belfast). 

The Rev. Alexander McLf@rg, M:A., B.D., 
will attend the forthcoming Conference in 
Belfast, as representing the United Church of 
Canada. 

The Rey. Henry Howard, D.D., the well- 
known Australian Methodist minister, who 
conducted the re-opening Services of Brighton 
road Church, Rathgar, a year ago, has been 
appointed minister of Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, New York, the church in 
which Dr, Jowett ministered with such 
success. 

At a meeting of the Dublin Methodist 
Church Extension Committee—the Rev. J. W. 
R. Campbell, M.A., presiding—the Lay 
Treasurer, Mr. A. M. Fullerton, reported 
that, after existing claims on the Extension 
Fund had been met, a sum of approximately 
£400 would remain. It was decided to make 
a grant of £100 towards the proposed exten- 
sion and improvement of the premises of the 
Dublin Central Mission, South Great George’s 
street. 

It was unanimously agreed to ask the forth- 
coming Conference (to be held in Belfast in 
June) to transfer the functions of the Exten- 
sion Committee to the General Committee of ” 
Management, and to sanction the balance of 
the funds being handed over to the trustees 
of the Methodist Church in Ireland. Since 
the formation of the Church Extension Com- 
mittee, 26 years ago, to deal with the sum of 
£8,000 allocated from the Twentieth Century 
Fund for church extension in the Dublin area, 
a considerable number of schemes for the erec- 
tion or improvement of church premises has 
been aided from the fund, and its interest 
accruing thereon, with very beneficial results. 
The Committee at this, their final meeting, 
desired to place on record their appreciation 
of the value which the fund had been ta 
Dublin Methodism, and also of the good ser- 
vices which had been rendered by the officers 
of the fund in its administration during the 
past quarter of a century.

LABOUR MEMBERS’ FINAL

Dail Eireann yesterday, Mr. P. McGilh- 
can. Minister for. Industry and Commerce,

- Officers id Servants ) Bill. 
W. Davin (Labour) said that he could 
ar allow the bill to pass without registering 
i personal protest against a measure that was 
eactionary and confiscatory. It was a bad 
_ because it was retrospective, and because 
nfiscated the rights of railway servants 
' had been found to be redundant. Seve- 
amendments had been proposed which 
ould have made the bill less unacceptable, 
but they were refused by the Minister. One 
those amendments would have made it 
possible to pay pensions at the same periods 
as the redundant employés had received their 
wages or salaries, It was turned down by 
the Minister apparently for no other reason 
than that the railway company might have 
the use of the money for a year to their own 

udvantage. 


- THE MEN CLAIM. 

He wanted it to be clearlw understood that 
the railwaymen did not claim anything more 
than had been granted to them bv the Act 
Oireachtas. "Compensation had been 
granted to redundant Local Government 
officials and to civil servants who refused to 
serve the Free State, but in neither case had 
there been any attempt to repeal the law, 
so as to curtail the rights secured by those 
people.

SUGGESTED ARRANGEMENT 
WITH THE NORTH. 
Mr. Bivthe, Ministre: for Finance. moved

At present the greater 
quantity of spirits taken out of bond had 
heen warehoused for five years, but 15 to 
20 per cent., chiefly whiskey, had not been 
under bond for so long. i 

It was felt that potable whiskey ought 
not to go into consumption under five vears. 
Mafiy persons thought that the period ought 
Ao be greater, but, in view of the cessation 
of distilling during thé war, it would not he

further increase of the period was a matter 
that might be -considered after some years, 

So far as they could do so by legislation 
they must see that the reputation of Irish 
whiskey for quality and character was main- 
‘tained. The competing whiskey was made 
in the main by a cheaper process: it was a 
blended whiskey, consisting mostiy of patent 
spirit. The Irish whiskey trade ould not 
compete on the mere basis of price. If it 
was to compete in the future it must do so 
on the basis of quality. Just as they had 
certain provisions on the Statute. Book to 
see that Irish butter and eggs were up to a 
certain quality, it seemed to be proper 
and desirable that corresponding steps should 
be insisted on with regard to Irish whiskey, 
at any rate so far as consumption in the 
Free State was concerned. 

ALL IRELAND. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that the great 
obstacle to the desire to increase the reputa- 
tion of Irish whiskey by a measure of that 
kind was the tact that all Irish whiskey was 
not made in the Free State. Unless a 
similar measure were passed in Northern 
Ireland they would not enhance the reputa- 
tion of Irish whiskey. The customer abroad 
asked for Irish whiskey, and did not know 
whether it came from the Free State or 
from Northern Ireland. That was one of 
the things that might have been contem- 
plated in the negotiations in connection with 
the London Agreement of last December for 
common action. He urged the Minister to 
get in touch with the responsible authorities 
in Naethern Ireland as soon as possible, in 
order to persuade them ‘o take a similar 
step. 

President Cosgrave asked whether the 
deputy was aware that pot-stil]l whiskey 
was manufactured in Northern Ireland. 

Major Cooper—The deputy is not aware. 

The Minister for Finance said that the 
question of taking direct action towards in- 
creasing the reputation of Irish whiske out- 
side was a bigger one, and would have to 
be thought over a good deal. What they 
felt they could do at the moment was to 
increase its reputation at home. He did not 
know whether anything could” be done in 
regard to Northern Ireland. Certainly, the 
greater quantity of. whiskey produced in 
Northern Ireland was patent still whiskey, 
which, if it improved at all by maturing, 
did not improve to the same extent as pot- 
stil! whiskey. 

Major Cooper asked whether patent still 
whiskey from Northern Ireland could not 
be brought to the Free State and sold 
cheaper than pot-still whiskey made in the 
Free State. 

The Minister replied that, at any rate, it 
would have to be kept for the period of five 
years, during the greater part of which it 
would not be improving. 

Tha second reading was agreed td, and the 
Committee stage was fixed for Friday. 


BEET SUGAR PROJECT. 
SUBSIDY OF £152,000. 


When the debate on the Estimate for the 
Ministry of Lands and Agriculture was about 
to be resumed there were only three 
deputies on the Farmers’ benches—Messrs. 
Heffernan, Conlan and Vaughan. 

Mr. Heffernan requested that the debate 
should be postponed. One of the members 
of his party who intended to speak was 
absent owing to a bereavement in his family. 
Other deputies were absent owing to other 
difficulties. 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
agreed to defer the mai: estimate till later, 
and to take first the vote for sugar beet. 

Mr. Blythe moved that a sum of £152,000 
be granted to pay the subsidy in respect of 
beet sugar. 

Mr. Hogan said that the vote provided for 
a subsidy of 24s. 6d. percwt. on sugar manu- 
factured, and it was expected that it would 
provide the whole subsidy,with the exception of 
290,000, which would be asked for in a 
supplementary vote. The Sugar Company 
expected to get between 9,000 and 10,000 
acres of beet this year. Originally it was 
expected that not more than 7,000 acres 
would be grown in the first year, After 
some time it became evident. that a larger 
acreage could be obtained, and it was le 
cided that it would be bad ‘policy to d's. 
courage anybody from growing beet in the 
first vear. Consequently all contracts were 
accepted. 


SUPPLY OF SEED. 

Special arrangements had been made for 
the supply of seed to growers direct, and 
the sugar manufacturing company would also 
supply seed through retailers. ‘The manufac- 
turers would also supply manures and fer- 
tilisers to farmers at £3 5s. per ton. As 
a result of experiments carried out in thirty- 
five centres in different counties last year 
with four classes of seed, it was found that 
two classes of seed were particularly suitable, 
and arrangements were made to supply to 
the growers all over the country the par- 
ticular seeds that did best in the experiments. 

The experiments would be continued next 
year and the year after to get all the aice aa- 
tion possible, but gradually they would be 
less necessary. The mane of the experi- 
ments would be published in pamphlet form 
in the course of a few weeks 

The experiment in sugar beet growing was, 
therefore, beginning under excelleyt_auspices, 
The gnowers had all.the advantages of last 
vear's experiments. Growers were not in 
the position of knowing nothing about sugar 
beet, and the factory itself would be the 
most efficient and up-to-date factory in Great 
Britain or Ireland. 

Mr. Conlon (Farmers) said that the fact 
that 9,000 to 99,000 acres had been cultivated 
with beet showed that the farmers were not 
slow in adapting themselves to changes. He 
took it that the factory would be run on the 
best lines, and would be a success 1f certain 
conditions obtaining at present with regard 
to prices of sugar were forthcoming. He 
asked the Minister to consider the desira- 
hility of having. an analytical chemist acting 
for the farmers—not that he suggested that 
the company would set itself out to be un- 
fair to the farmers, but his suggestion, if 
acted upon, would give the farmer greater 
confidence. 


FREIGHTS. : 

Mr. Heffernan (Farmers) asked for in- 
formation.in regard to freights, and whether 
the present arrangements ior reduced rates 
Was permanent. ‘mers, he said, 
would require an . that freights 
would not be raised lateY He thought 
that the subsidy would have to be continued 
for ten years, because he did not see how 
sugar manufacture could be an economical 
oposition, in view of over-productian that 
had taken place. He was not keen on sub- 
sidies, except in-regard to an experiment and 
starting new ideas among the farming com- 
munity. He hoped that the industry would 


be the success that its promoters claimed. 


Mr. J. Good said that he would like in- 
formation about the Government’s policy. 
Was the factory to be experimental? Vould 
the Government encourage others to embark 
in the industry at this stage? 

Mr. Hogan said that in reference to the 
points raised by Deputy Conlon it. was a 
matter for the farmers to see that samples 
for examination were fair samples of the 
crop and of average sugar contents, There 
was no necessity for a chemist to represent 
the farmers. In regard to freights, the rail- 
way company and the sugar company had 
agreed to a rate, between 60 and 7 miles, of 
one penny per ton. That was a reasonable 
arrangement. 

He hoped that the experiment would be a. 
success, but he would not be so pessimistic 
about the hope as Deputy Heffernan was. 
They could never get anywhere if they never 
made an experiment, unless they were 
absolutely certain of its success. That was 
the line that Deputy Heffernan took about 
experiments. There was no use in mobilising 
all the excellent qualities of wisdom and 
caution in connection with an experiment 

He could only hope that the results woul 

show that Deputy Heffiernan was wrong -n 
his pessimism | 

The experiment was begun to show, first, 
what sort of beet could be grown; seccadly. 
to see whether the farmers would grow it at 
all; and, thirdly, to see if foreign capital

AGRICULTURAL STATIONS, 


REDUCTION IN THE VOTE 
PROPOSED. 


The debate on the general vote for agri- 
culture was resumed. 

Mr. O. G. Esmonde said that it was a 
matter of amazeraent to him that on the one 
day when the as'‘cultural estimates were 
under’ discussion there should be such an 
extraordinary absence of farmer deputies, 
including the whole front bench, 

Major Bryan 
vote by £16,108. the estimated cost of the 
agricultural stations at Athenry and Bally- 
haise. They were, he said, travelling in the 
bad old rut of ruining those stations in a way 
that entailed a substantial call on the tax. 
pavers. In 1926 those two stations cost 
£18,063, and 19 pupils were educated there. 

Mr. Hogan interrupted to say that the 
Deputy must know that the stations were not 
entitely educational, and that experimental 
work was carried on at them. 

Major Cooper said that when he raised the 
matter before the Minister mentioned Glas- 
nevin and Clonakilty as places where exper! 
ments were carried out. In Ballyhaise and 

thenry the average cost per pupil was £950 

year, in Glesnevin £219, and in Clonakilty 
£323. It cost the country £950 a year to 
train. a farmer, whereas the cost of training 
for the highly technical professions of the 

British Navy and of the British Air Force was 
£500 and £500 a year, 

CO-ORDINATION. 

The Minister had put it forward in defence 
of their cost that those stations carried out 
experimental work and that they bred high- 
class bulls and boars for distribution to 
farmers. Experimental work ought to be 
co-ordinated in a single centre like Glasnevin, 
there they were carrying on invaluable work. 
Neither had he anything to say against Clona- 
kitv. It was altogether wrong to mix up 
experimental and educational work. Boys 
went to Ballyhaise and Athenry with little 
education, and in very few instances could 
they discriminate between what it was that 
they were required to learn and what was only 
an experiment. It was, therefore, a very 
dangerous thing to mix up experiment and 
education. 

He wondered whether they were justified 
in using public funds to supply breeding stock 
at half the market price. He would like to 
know by what system farmers were selected 
to get the bulls and boars, He believed in a 
model farm in everv county, run so as not to 
he any charge on the taxpayers. A farm to 
teach farmers what they should do on their 
own farms would be no good if it did not pay 
its way. The great fault of their system of 
agricultural education, so far, was that it leit 
out the questions of profit and marketing. 

Mr. Heffernan said that the two stations as 
thev stood did not justify themselves. but re 
could not support the amendment. He asked 
the Minister for information as to why the 
number of pupils had fallen so much. : 

Mr. Roddy Said that the experimental work 
carried on at Athenry was most important. 
As a result of experiments there it had been 
demonstrated that it was possible to feed pigs 
more economically on dry food than on boiled 
food, and a number of farmers had taken to 
dry feeding of their pigs. It was to be 
remembered also that many county com- 
mittees of agriculture organised parties to 
visit the stations annually 

MIXED FACTS. 

The Minister sa‘d that Deputy Cooper had 
mixed his facts, aud he had not taken appro- 
priations in aid into account. Deducting 
£8,000 appropriations in aid, they had 
£10.000 as the cost to the State of education, 
experimental work, and breeding of live stock 
for resale at a loss. It was said that the 
cost of education was £950 per pupil. That 
was the sort of thing that people remem- 
bered—he would hear the changes being rung 
on it through.the country for the next three 
months—and he thought that 1t was an un- 
fair statement. It was quite impossible to 
disentangle the three parts of the work; but 
if he were to take the same line as the 
Deputy and use the figures to support de 
bating points, he could show that the average 
cost was about £30 per pupil. 

Ín the course of detailed explanation of the 
work carried on at the colleges, the Minister 
announced that it was intended to make 
Ballyhaise a girls’ school of the same kind as 
the Munster Institute. For a long time past 
the Munster Institute had been kept alted. 
and there was a waiting list of 200. The 
delay in making the change at Ballyhaise was 
due to the fact that the water supply at 
Athenry went wrong, and the pupils had been 
transferred to Ballyhaise while the matter 
was being set right. As regards the colleges 
generally, the number of pupils was on the 
increase and the colleges were almost full. 

The bulk of the experiments were not done 
primarily for the pupils. It was useful for 
the students to see the experiments going on, 
but the experiments were done for other pur- 
poses. The results were published in leaflets, 
which were printed and ciréulated in 
thousands. 

GOOD BUSINESS. 

Dealing with Deputy Cooper’s criticism of 
subsidising smal] farmers for live stock breed- 
ing, Mr. Hagan said that he regarded the 
subsidy as absolutely good business and 
essential. If they did not continue the policy, 
in the congested districts particularly, the 
stock would deteriorate. That was not a new 
policy, but was a continuation of what they 
had been doing for generations. As a result 
they had the best stock, from the point of 
view of quality, in the world, and he had 
not the slightest hesitation in saying that but 
for the schemes they would have been driven 
out of the British market long ago. ; 

How many, he asked, of the 1,300 people 
who got premium animals would come up to 
buy them if they were not subsidised’? Their 
live stock schemes cost £70,000, and no money 
was better spent. If it was £140,000 it could 
not be better spent even if they were three 
times as poor as the most pessimistic would 
lead them to believe they were. When they 
considered what had been done by the con- 
stant introduction and spread through the 
country of first-class breeding stock during 
the last fifteen years, and how little it had 
cost, he marvelled-that Deputies did not get 
up and press that the estimate should be, not 
for £50,000 or £60,000, but for £100,000. 

His aim was to extend that side and to 
introduce high-class stock of bulls, boars and 
sheep into the country. They would then 
have stock that they would not be ashamed 
to market anywhere. 

COST OF PUPILS. 

The pupils in the colleges did not cost 
more than £30 each, and fe said that their 
numbers were increasing. 

Mr. P. McKenna said that he thought that 
the money spent in the colleges was very 
usefully expended. Everybody couid see 
the improvement in the quality of livestock. 
It was certainly due to the work of the 
Department and of the colleges. He was 
pleased to hear that Ballyhaise was to be 
opened for girls, but was sorry that the boys 
were not taking more advantage of the other 
schools.

In reply to Mr. Conlon, the Minister said 


that the Chantilly Stud Farm was merely a 
clearing station, where the animals were kept 
for a certain time to see that they were 
free from disease before being distributed 
through the country. 

Mr. Dalton urged that the Department 
should set up one or two demonstratjon farms 
in every county 

A STINGING REPLY. 

Mr. Hogan said that Deputy Roddy had 
reminded him .of a statement made by the 
Chairman of the Cork County Committee of 
Agriculture. That statement was to the 
efiect that there were 22 teachers in Clona- 
kilty, and that some officer there was 
gettine £1,200 a year and another a pension 
of £900 a year. That statement was untrue, 
and it was not the first of the kind that that 
gentleman had made. The fact was that 
there were three teachers and 26 pupils at 
Clonakilty. No officer of the Department of 
Agriculture, except the Secretary, had a 
salary of £1,200 a year, not to speak of a 
pension of £900 a year. 

“ On Friday last,” said Mr. Hogan, “ when 
I was introducing the Estimate I referred to 
the good farmers as being unorganised, and I 
pointed out that every mountebank ' with a 
bee in his bonnet who claimed to be the 
spokesman of the farmers got away with it.

Mr. Heffernan—I protest. Mr. O'Gorman, 
whatever his capacity, was elected Chairman 
of the County Council, and he is now elected 
Chairman of the County Committee of Agri- 
culture. Is it fair for the Minister +o attack 
Mr. O’Gorman here under the privilege of 
the House? Let him come out and do it 
where Mr. O'Gorman can attack . ; 

Mr. Hogan said that he had something 
el-s to do than go out pursuing Mr. 
O'Gorman. He was pee entitled to 
make the statement. They were suffering 
from a minority of disgruntled individuals 
w’ bees in their bonnets, and, Lecause of 
the fact that the farmers were unorganised, 
every mountebank became a spokesman of 
farmers, and got away with it. 

Mr. Hogan went on to say that Mr. 
O'Gorman was a farmer, whose bull was re- 
jected under the Live Stock Act. — 

Mr. Heffernan said that the Dail was not 
the place for attacks on men who could not 
reply to them. | 

Mr. Hogan said that the reaso for the 
protests of the deputy was that the Crarges 
were true. He could not understand why it 
was that people should be free to make un- 
true statements all over the country, and 
that it should be bad taste for Ministers to 
state the truth in reply. Deputy Heffernan 
made no protest when Mr. O’Gorman made 
his untrue statements about the Department 
and its officials, but he was loud in his pro- 
tests about bad taste when they were an- 
swered. Mr. O’Gorman’s policy was to 
abolish the bonus paid to the instructors, 
who worked from early morning to late at 
night ‘for salaries of £150, rising to 
after 25 years, Those men had to go through 
four years’ training in the College of Science. 

A CHALLENGE, 

Mr. Heffernan began to explain at some 
length that he did not stand for all the state- 
ments made by. Mr. O'Gorman, when Mr. 
Hogan asked him to shorten the matter by 
denying any one of the statements that he 
(Mr. Hogan) had made. “Will the deputy 
deny any one of them?” 

Mr. Heffernan—No. (Laughter.) He went 
on to say that Mr. O'Gorman s statements 
were made outside the Dail, and the Minister 
should challenge them in a place where his 
statements were not protected from an action. 
(Loud laughter.) 

Major Cooper said that his attention was 
drawn to Mr. O’Gorman two. years ago when 
he learnt that every time he made a speech 
Mr/ O’Gorman repeated it soon afterwards. 
(Laughter.) It was probably those speeches 
that got Mr. O’Gorman into the public posi- 
tidis held by him in Cork. (Laughter.) He 
went on to complain that the form in which 
the estimates was presented was not suffi- 
ciently informative, They had, he said, got 
from the Minister 's statement that afternoon 
a great deal of information which was new 
to every Deputy in the House. 

The amendment was negatived. 

FLAX GROWING. 

Sir James Craig asked for some informa- 
tion on the subject of the vote for £3,444 for 
the improvement of flax-growing. Were the 
instructors employed in the colleges, or did 
they go round the country? Was there any 
practical result from the expenditure. 

Mr. Hogan said that there were six or 
seven instructors employed, chiefly ia the 
three Northern counties: but the work was 
carried out in some other counties, chiefly 
Cork and Waterford. Flax was one of the 
crops in which there had been a decline in 
acreage. 

On the item of £18,940 for improvement ‘in 
milk-production, Mr, Heffernan asked for 
an increase in the grants to cow-testing asso 
clations. 

The Minister said that the Sta. gave 4s. 
for every 3s. put up by the farmer himself 
for cow-testing. It was an extraordinary 
thing in this country that in order to induce 
farmers to do somethiug directly for their own 
profit the Government had to give a subsidy 
"and look,” he said, “ at, the size of the 
subsidy.”’ He would like to see the supervisors 
better paid, but the people who were to 
blame for not giving them more money were 
the farmers. It was a matter of getting a 
larger number of farmers to join the associa- 
tions. 

Answering questions concerning the item 
of £10,000 (compared with £4,000 last year) 
for grant-in-aid of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, the Minister said that 
the operations on which the grants were ex- 
pended were not.supervised » the Depart- 
ment, but there was control in the sense that 
it was open to the Department to consider the 
whole case. 

MARKET QUOTATIONS. 

Replying to Mr. MacCurtain, the Minister 

said that for the twenty weeks—January to 
May of this year—in the London market Irish 
eggs were in the position of top quotation for 
17 weeks. On the other three occasions they 
were second. In Manchester they were at the 
top except on four occasions. The best 
testimony was shown by the return of the 
London Egg Exchange, which during the 
recent strike period fixed the price of Irish 
eggs immediately after the English new-laid 
and above al! others. 
_ Dr, Hennessy drew attention to the delay 
in the appointment of a bacteriologist under 
the Dairies (Produce) Act. He said that if a 
bacteriologist had been appointed during the 
eighteen months since the passing of the Act 
the Government would have got about £5,000 
in fees. At present there was an. advertise- 
ment for a bacteriologist, but the salary was 
such that they would get .no man worth the 
name to accept the position. The salary was 
from £300 to £400 and the applicant must be 
a Bachelor of Science, with a medical] degree 
and a knowledge of veterinary practice. Other 
conditions were that the bacteriologist must 
be 35 years of age. 

If a-lady were appointed the salary would 
be reduced to £200. = she had to pay 
as much as a man in order fo qualify and she 
had to do the same work as a man. Tf a 
bachelor were appointed the salary would be 
further reduced. The conditions were such 
that he believed that no first, second or third- 
class man could apply. It all came from 
the interference of an official of the Depart- 
ment of Finance who fixed these scales in 
such a way that it was becoming a public 
danger, especially where professional work 
was concerned, 

CAUSE OF DELAY. 

Mr. Hogan caid that the delay in making 
the appointment: was due to the delay in 
getting the « ier portions of the Act into 
operation. He agreed with Dr. Hennessy 
that a bacteriologist, if appointed, could do 
very useful work, especially in connection 
with the creameries. But in this matter 
they were in a dilemma. 

they were expected to tackle the big task 
of placing Irish butter at the top of the 
market in competition with such countries 
as Denmark, where they paid for their 
scientists and spared no expense, and were 
undoubtedly quite right in adopting that 
attitude. © Money saved in this connection 
might prove the very worst economy. He 
was afraid that he must leave the matter 
between the Deputy and the Minister for 
Finance. 

BLACK SCAB. 

On*the sub-head dealing with the Destruc- 
tive Insects and Pests Acts and the Black 

in Potatoes Orders, 

Mr. Johnson moved a reduction of £10 
in the vote for the purpose of calling the 
attention of Ministers to the condition of the 
potato growers in the North Louth area, who 
were unable to dispose of their produce be 
cause of the prevalance of black scab. 

Mr. Hogan, in reply, said that the case ot 
the Louth potato growers was a hard one, 
and they had tried many means to relieve 
it. They had examined whether the potatoes 
could be used for the Army or other institu- 
tions, but we:: forced to the conclusion that 
the danger from the refuse was too great 
to adopt that measure of relief. Black scab 
was very widespread all over the Northern 
area, but, so far, it had been confined to 
portions of Louth and Donegal in the Free 
State area, and it was absolutely necessary 
that every precaution should be taken to 
keep it under control. 

Even from the sil attached to the potato 
the infection could be carried into other land, 
In the Cooley district they had induced tha 
people to grow new varieties, to grow beet, 
for which they were assured a good price, and 
they had set up a credit society. Last 
year’s crop had been all cleared, except in 
the Bellurgan district, and the people there 
could have cleared them also but for their 
attitude—they would not sell except at what 
they considered a good price, 

Mr. White (Farmers) complimented the 
Minister on the comprehensive and optimistic 
statement made by him in the Dail on Friday 
last. 

Mr. Johnson withdrew his amendment. 


WEEDS AND SEEDS. 

Mr. Hall (Labour) drew attenti@n to the 
item of £850 for the salaries and expenses of 
inspectors under the Weeds and Seeds Act. 
He stated that the Act was useless in the 
counties ~ here it had been adopted. In his 
own County of Meath for many years an 
inspector had not been seen im 
parts of the county, because one 
man could not cover his whole area 
during the period for weed destruction. The

LAND PURCHASE. 
WORK OF THE COMMISSION, 


Mr. Blythe moved the grant of a sum 
sufficient, with the sum voted on account, 
to fulfil the estimate of £695,600 for the 
salaries. and expenses of the offices of the 
Land Commission. a i 

Mr. Hogan explalged that only one item 
was increased, and tlre increase was one of 
43100,000 íor grants and loans. It was no 
use, he said, to hand over land to a congest 
or a ‘landless’ man without giving him a 
house and helping him to stock and equip 
the farm. Operations under the 1925 Act 
were more expensive than those under pre- 
vious Acts, and it had become necessary to 
ive a larger proportion of grants as against 
Cone. The rate at which land could he 
divided was increasing, as the preliminary 
work that had occupied the first year or two 
was being put over them. About 60,000 
acres had been divided; there were 80, 
acres “ priced,’ and between 150,000 and 
900,000 for which prices had been accepted. 
A very large amount of land had thus reached 
the peint where there were only a few steps 
to division. 

Mr. Heffernan said that he was sorry that 

Minister had not stated the acreage 
vested in tenants under’ the Act of 1925. 
There was a good deal of dissatisfaction in 
the country at the slowness of the Land 
Commission in completing land’ purchase 
junder the Act. 

Mr. Davin said that cases had been 
brought to his notic: where people put in 
yossession were not the most suitable, and 
ertainly not the most desirable. He asked 
the Minister to state what proportiou of the 
60,000 acres actually divided was land of 
which the owners had refused originally to 
aqcept the offer of the Land Commission on 
the grounds of price, and in how many of 
these cases were the offers brought before 
tha Judicial Commissioner. He said that in 
his county every obstacle had been placed 
in E way of the Land Commission by the 
landlords, 

NOTHING DONE IN NORTH-WEST. 

Mr. White said that nothing had been 
d-ne in North-West Donegal, and that on 
the Leitrim estate an offivial of the Land 
Commission had not bee: seen since the 
passing of the Act of 1923. He said that on 
the Leitrim estate the tenants were being 
‘persecuted just as bad as 50 years : go, 
before the. other old fellow was shot.” he 
read a notice which, he said, had been pub- 
lished, forbidding the tenants to cut turf or 
collect seaweed without the permission of 
Lord Leitrim, under penalty of prosecution, 

“I advised the people,”’ said the deputy, 
‘to take the seaweed on their own Jand. 
did not tell them what to da with the bailiff 
when he came to protest.”’ 

His information was th no untenanted 
land in Donegal had heen acquired since the 
passing of the Act of There was a 
considerable number of landlords ín the 
county who had not returned their un- 
tenanted land, and there had heen scles of 
untenanted land to evade the Act. So far 
as his information went, the landlord in- 
fluence was still strong with the Land Com- 
mission. 


COLLECTION OF ANNUITIES. 

Mr. White proceeded to spgak of 
amount of costs put upon tengnts through 
the action of the State Solicifor in suing 
for annuities, when the Ministér for Agri- 
culture interrupted to say that he was not 
responsible for the actions of the State 
Solicitor. 

The Speaker—That settles the question 
under this vote, because the Minister cannot 
be made responsible for the actions of the 
State Solicitor. 

Mr. White—It is a very technical point, 
which could only be raised by one who is a 
solicitor himself. I maintain that I am per- 
fectly within my rights in raising the ques- 
tion. 

The Speaker—-Let us hear the question. 

Mr. White—It is about the State Solicitor 
f the county, acting for the Land Commis- 
sion. 

The Speaker—What kind of acting? 

Mr. White--Discharging all the legal busi- 
ness assigned to him by the Land Commis- 
sion office. ere is one process issued by 
him for hearing at the Court in Letterkenny 
on Sunday, the 29th February, 1926. 
(La ughter. |) ;

THE “ NIMBLE" MINISTER, 

Mr. Blythe—Had you much trouble? 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. White—I must say that the Minister 
for Agriculture is the nimblest rogue of you 
all, and will get the better, right or wrong. - 

Mr. Nally stated that nothing at al) had 

been done tor the congests in Mayo. of whom 
there were over 5,000, with valuation under 
£5. He asked the Minister to say whether 
one congest had been migrated under the 
1923 Act, which, as far as Mayo was con- 
cerned, was a disgrace to the country. 
Mr. Morrissey asked the Minister to make 
it clear that it was not necessary to have 
capital to get a division of land, and also 
that tenants of labourers’ cottages were not 
excluded from recejving portion of divided 
land. He referred to a statement by Deput 
Heffernan ag to what sort of land should, 
and what sort should not, be divided, and 
said that the deputy probably had in mind a 
particular ranch in his constituency, the 
owner of which held 600 acres at his resi- 
dence and another 600 acres at a distance 
where there were a number of people with 
not enough land to grow a head of cabbage. 
There was no justification tofdeaving 1,900 
acres with that man. 

Mr. Heffernan said that he had not in 
view that particular ranch, in connection 
with which there were many facts other than 
the statements made by some leading public 
men. 

GREAT DIFFICULTIES. 

Mr. McKenna (Farmers) said that he had 
no complaint to make about the work done 
by the Land Commission in his constituency 
ot Longford and Westmeath. Progress, of 
course, had not been as rapid as people had 
expected, but anyone of knowledge knew that 
in many cases the Land Commission had great 
difficulties to contend with before they could 
divide the land. He asked the Minister to 
consider the cases of those who bought un- 
tenanted lend through the National Land 
Bank, and of those who bought in the same 
way through loans from the joint stock banks. 
The Greville Nugent estate near Delvin had 
been bought by the latter means and appor- 
tioned to 22 people, but the two men who 
bought it were still responsible to & bank for 
£11,000 raised for the purpose. 

In his opinion the present system of alloca- 
tion of land by the inspectors was much more 
satisfactory than under the old Land Com- 
mission. He recognised the claimp of the 
congests of the West and would be the first 
to try to relieve them, but hé also had to 
recognise that there would be another civil 
war if migrants were brought into the Mid- 
lands before the claims of the local people 
for land had been satisfied. 

Mr. O’Maille represented that more 
could be done in land distribution in Conne- 
mara; Mr, Roddy made suggestions as to 
changes in procedure that would lead to 
greater expedition; and Mr. M. Doyle urged 
that greater consideration shoald he given to 
the cases of evicted tenants and their repre- 
sentatives. 

The discussion was adjourned till to-day,

LIVES SAVED. 

Mr. E. P. McCarron moved a resolution, 
that the Infant Aid Seciety is worthy of sup- 
port (in the absence of the Minister for Local 
Gévernment,, Mr. Burke, who was unable to 
attend). It was gratifying, he said, to find 
that the mortality in infants under twelve 
had fallen by about 20 per cent. I is a con- 
solation to the active workers that their work 
represents a saving of young lives of 55 per 
thousand. There is also a saving in the 
damage rate through illnesses prevented. -In 
1915 over the venole country the mortality 
rate was 92 per thousand; for 1925 it was 
67 per thousand.

ENGLISH RACEHORSE 
OWNERS’ PROTEST. 


‘The English Association of Racehorse 
Uwners. Breeders and Trainers met at the 
Savoy Hote! to discuss the betting tax. 

The Hon. George Lambton, who presided. 
said that the tax was politically, morally, and 
financially unsound. It would almost destroy 
the horse-breeding industry, drive all business 
people out of racing, stop the smaller meet- 
ings, and almost double the cost to visitors. 

On the motion of Mr. Stanley Wootton, a 
resolut'on was cartied, expressing the meet- 
ing’s conviction that the present betting tax 
proposals would cripple the racing industry, 
and deprive breeders of their markets, thus 
throwing large numbers of people out of 
empioyment and urging the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer either to withdraw ths proposal 
with a view to reconsideration in a separate 
ball or to substitute an alternative scheme. 

Mr. Wootton remarked that he did not 
think that a tax properly imposed would 
seriously harm the racing industry, but the 
present proposed tax was impracticable. 

The resolution will be submitted to Mr. 
Churchill, together with an alternative 
scheme. 

A meeting, representing the principal book- 
makers and others interested in racing, 
held at the Victoria Club, London, vesterday 
afternoon, decided to request the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to receive a deputation 
which will present objections to the betting 
tax proposals.

During 1917, when earth and sky 
were filled with the noise and the horror 
of strife, the leader of the 16th (Irish) 
Division, Major-General Sir W. B. Hickie, 
designed roughly upon the battlefield the 
rugged cross of timber and coal which was 
erected in honour of the lads who had 
fallen. The war-time memorial stood 
between Guillemont and Ginchy through 
year of conflict in which many 
Irish life perished on those 
foreign fields; and there it stands to-day 
bearing the marks of strife. In the 
presence of men who fought upon that soil 
and of bereaved relatives of the men who 
fell, there will be unveiled in August two 
stone facsimiles of the wooden cross—one 
at the Guillemont-Ginchy sector and the 
other at Wytschaete, near Ypres, where 
the famous salient saw Irish blood poured 
out like rain. The unveiling of these per- 
manent memorials to the dead will be a 
sad and proud event for those who are 
present. Many a soldier standing in those 
quiet fields will remember how once the 
air roared with the tumult of slaughter. 
and how his comrades looked ard moved 
and spoke before they died. Men and women 
will be there who were children when a 
shell, bursting at this place, made them 
orphans and denied them for ever the 
companionship of a parent whom they can 
recall, now only in the dim memory of 
childhood. The dead who died would have 
died in vain if empty regrets alone were 
‘the fruit Of their sacrifice. They gave 
their lives in the hope that the living 
would make better use of life in the land 
that those who dic? abroad never could see 
again.

Protection of Game. 


The vigorous measures taken by the 
Wild Fowl, Game and Fish Protection 
Society of Ulster for the improvement of 
stocks of game in the Six Counties are to 
be seconded by legislation in the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland. It is believed 
that, if compact shooting preserves could 
be established, Northern Ireland might be 
made as attractive a shooting centre as 
Scotland. What is true of the North is 
true of all Ireland, and there is no reason 
why Ireland as a whole should not recover 
her old-time pre-eminence as the sports- 
man’s paradise. Throughout the Six 
Counties farmers are combining to form 
preserves of several hundred acres. 
Partridges and pheasants are being im- 
ported in large numbers, and they are 
found to adapt themselves readily to their 
Ulster home. Hungarian partridges have 
been introduced in County Down, and 
promise well. Northern Ireland thus is 
setting an example to the Free State which 
we hope to see copied without delay. The 
North, on the other hand, still requires to 
exert. itself if it would catch up with the 
successful efforts made in the Free State 
for the preservation of fish. The Ministry 
of Fisheries in the Saorstdt-—-thanks to 
an enthusiastic secretary and a competent 
staff—has succeeded in improving the sport 
on Irish rivers, chiefly by the suppression 
of poaching, in such degree that Southern 
Ireland is recovering speedily its attractive- 
ness for the angler. These are matters for 
mutual emulation, and still more for co- 
operation. The sportsman from across the 
Channel thinks of Ireland as one land, and 
when he hears that a friend has enjoyed 
good shooting on an Irish moor or has 
‘made satisfying catches on an [rish river. 
he will not ask anya N which side of 
the political frontier the birds flew or the 


salmon swam. 


BISHOPS’ MITRES. 


(BY M. L.) 7 

In connection with the consecration 
Sundav in Ross, Skibbereen, one is reminded 
of many curious points of historic interest and 
ecclesiastical etiquette. The Roman Catholic 
bishop has his shoes, gloves and mitre 
specially made. He has three mitres—the 
precious mitre, adorned with jewels, for the 
most festive occasions, the mitre of plain cloth 
of gold, and that of white linen. When 
assisting at a ceremony in a diocese, not his 
own, the bishop wears a simple mitre. An 
abbot wears a simple mitre in the presence of 
a bishop, and both bishops and abbots wear 
simple mitres in the presence of the Pee. 

Mitres date from the ninth ‘century. At 
that time they were much lower and flatter 
than they are now. and resembled a mush- 
room in shape. They ‘‘ grew” by degrees 
until they reached their present considerable 
height, the top developing into points (horns), 
back and front, and the depression in the 
middle becoming more marked. In the Middle 
Ages an abbess wore a mitre and had the 
power of laying on hands. Only one of the 
older kind of mitre survives in Ireland. It 
dates from the fiffeenth century. It is pre- 
served in the Roman Catholic Cathedral in 
Limerick, to which it was presented by the 
authorities of the Church of Ireland in that 
city. It is extremely valuable, being sewn all 
over with real seed pearls. 

The mitre that has just been completed for 
the Bishop of Ross has been copied from the 
older and lower type. The back is orna- 
mented with a large, yellow topaz and 
crystals. In the front there are many 
amethysts. The Celtic. designs are embroi- 
dered in splendid colours, golden reds being 
interwoven with purples and touches of green. 
It is the work of the Dun Emer Guild and, 
though they have made: many beautiful Church 
vestments, this is the first elaborate mitre 
from the Guild to remain in this country.

OBITUARY. 

Ghenase 
MAJOR-GENERAL SIR 0. S. W. 
NUGENT. 

We much regret to announce that Majo 
General Sir Oliver Stewart Wood Nugent, 
K.C.B., D.S8.0., died of pneumonia yesterday 
at his residence, Farren Connell, Mount 
Nugent, County Cavan. 

Major-General Nugent was 65 years of age. 
He was the son of the late Major-General St. 
George M. Nugent and Emily, daughter of 
the Right Hon, Edward Litton. 

Educated at Harrow, he entered the King’s 
Royal Rifles in 1883, and had an active and 
distinguished military career. He was pro 
moted captain in 1890 and major in 1899. 
He served in the Hazara Expedjtion of 1891, 
obtaining the medal and clasp, and in the 
Samana Expedition of the same year, being 
mentioned in despatches and obtaining a 
clasp. In 1892 he took part in the ,lzazai 
EXpedition ; three years later he was in the 
Chitral Relief Force, being present at the 
Malakand. Pass, where he was slightly 
wounded, and at the engagement at Khar, 
where he was mentioned in despatches, 
obtained the D.S.O. and the medal with 
clasp. 

In the South African War of 1899 to 1900 
Major-General Nugent was dangerously 
wounded. Again he wes mentioned in 
despatches, and he obtained the Queen's 
Medal with two clasps. 

In the Great European War, 1914-1918, 
Major-General Nugent served with marked 
distinction. He commanded the 36th (Ulster) 
Division on that memorable 1st of July. 1916. 
when the men of the Nerth won glory at the 
battle of the Somme. For his services in 
the Great War he was created Knight Com- 
mander of the Order of the Bath and was 
promoted .major-general, He retired from 
the Army in 1920. 

Major-General Nugent married, in 1899, 
Catharine Percy, daughter of the late Mr. 
T. Evans Lees and Mrs. Lees, of Beaucroft, 
Wimborne, Dorset. by whom he had one 
son and two daughters.

Sir Austen Chamberlain delivered himself 

of some sound doctrines on the essentials for 
a better instructed public opinion on foreign 
affairs in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Prince of Wales for opening the lecture hall, 
at the British’ Institute of International 
Affairs, London, yesterday afterroon. 
_ Above all, he said, it was necessary that, 
in our criticisms of foreign nations, in our con- 
sideration of the course which it seemed well 
for them to take, we should show a certain 
modesty, even a certain humility.

Monpay Nicur. 


At the offices of the Miners’ Association 
and at those of the Miners’ Federation it 
was stated to-day that no approach was 
being made regarding the Prime Minister’s 
proposals for a settlement, and that 
nothing was known of the possibility of 
any further move. Mr. Baldwin, on his 
return to London to-day, had a consulta. 
tion with the Minister of Labour and the 
Secretary for Mines, and it is understood 
that he is willing to meet either owners or 
miners, or both, at any moment up til! 
midnight. It seems unlikely, however, 
that any advance will now be made, and 
the prospect of utilising tTié three million 
pounds to éarry the coal industry over an 
awkward period of disorganisation will be 
sacrificed. It is a very large sum, how- 
ever, and it will not be lost irretrievably 
before twelve o'clock. There is much 
criticism to-day on, the absolute poverty 
of imagination on the part of the former 
negotiators, and it is generally recognise: 
that there must be changes on both sides. 
It is remarked that obstinacy has taken 
the place of firmness, and that neither 
side cares to appear to lose face by giving 
way. This point of view is now becominz 
widely adopted on both sides. 


Foreign Supplies. 

The Government, having made prepara- 
tion for the importation of large supplies 
of coal from abroad, has been assured tha: 
there will be no obstacle in the handling 
of this coal by railwaymen; for the rai! 
way union leaders will strongly support 
the policy of a free passage and facilities 
for transit of these necessary supplies. 
The coal, it is understood, will be available 
from the Saar Basin, Silesia, and from 
France, while purchases from the United 
States also are being negotiated. Large 
supplies can be obtained if necessary, and 
Government support will be available for 
the making of contracts. 


The Liberal Spiit. 


The controversy between Lord Oxford 
and Mr. Lloyd George was not carried 
much further to-day, though it is thought 
hat there may be a development befÁre 
the meeting of the Liberal Party to- 
morrow. It is expected that this will be 
a letter or statement by Lord Oxford in 
reply to Mr. Lloyd George’s last letter, 
and it is quite possible that it may take 
the form of an ultimatum. It is interest- 
ing to note that Lord Oxford has not yet 
summoned a meeting of the ‘‘ Shadow 
Cabinet,’’ and it is hinted that there wiil 
be no more meetings of this body as at 
present constituted. Should a new body 
come into existence, it will be minus Mr. 
Lloyd George and his supporters—that is, 
of course, if Lord Oxford is successful in 
his struggle against Mr. Lloyd George. It 
was rumoured to-day that there is con- 
siderable doubt whether it will be wisdom 
to move a vote of censure on Mr. Llovd 
George at the meeting of the Liberal Party 
to-morrow, since inquiry has shown that 
it may not be carried. 


Mr. Lloyd George and Labour. 


An emphatic denial on behalf of Mr. 
Lloyd George was made to-day in reply to 
Mr. Pringle’s story that within the past 
fortnight he had been in negotiations with 
the Labour Party. Mr. Pringle, when the 
denial was conveyed to him, asserted that 
he expected it, because Mr. Lloyd George 
had to deny the statenient. In connection 
with this it is interesting that Mr. 
Joseph Westwood. the Socialist member 
for Peebles, states that last week Labour 
meinbers were invited to give their views 
on the question of Mr. Lloyd Georze’s 
definitely associating himself with the 
party. It would clear the air if it could 
be stated on whose initiative such a step 
wag taken. 


An Honorary Degree. 


An honorary degree is to be conferred 
by the Senate of Cambridge University on 
Mr: Ramsay Macdonald on Saturday 
next, and, though the proposal has caused 
much discussion and aroused some opposi- 
tion, there is, no sign that it will be 
defeated. Every member of the Senate can 
voté against the proposal without intima- 
tion beforehand ; but it is customary, if the 
Council, of the Senate puts forward a 
candidate, and he is to be opposed by any 
individual or a-group of individuals, that 
notice of opposition shall be given. It :s 
understood that up to the present no such 
notice has been forwarded, and it is fully 
anticipated that the honorary degree will 
be conferred on the ex-Prime Minister in 
due course. Among those who are to be 
hfnoured at the same time are Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Sir Frederick Maurice, Sir Josiah 
Stamp, Professor Gilbert Murray, and M. 


Paderewski. 


The Derby. 

The London Club Derby week 
luncheon has become an annual fixture, 
and to-day it was attended by a number 
of well-known racing owners, such as Lord 
Derby, Lord Astor, Lord Woolavington, 
Lord Carnarvon, Sir Abe Bailey, as well 
as by Mr. Stanley Wootton, Mr. P. P. 
Gilpm and Steve Donoghue. Lord 
Derby. who was the principal speaker, 
said: “If I have luck, I shall win. Lord 
Astor says the same, and so does Sir Abe 
Bailey. If I don’t win, and either of 
these does win, I shall be glad to con- 
gratulate him ” This rather cryptic fore- 
east caused considerable amusement. 
Lord Derby went on 'to say: “I know 
my horse is well, and I know he is well 
trained.”’

In the evening His Majesty will 
entertain the members of the Jockey Club 
to dinner at .Buckingham Palace, while 
the Queen and other members of the 
Royal Family wil! dine with the Countess 
of Derby, at Derby House, where after- 
wards the Countess will give a ball.

There appears to have been some mis- 
apprehension regarding the conditions 
attaching to the Westchester Cup—the 
international polo trophy which is played 
for by teams of Great Britain and the 
United States—and the Polo Committee 
of the Hurlingham Club, the governing 
body of the game, is very anxious to have 
them removed.

LORD LONDONDERRY'S 
VIEW. 


WHY DISTRICT SETTLE- 
MENTS ARE NEEDED. 


An important reference to the coal 
strike was made by Lord Londonderry yes- 
terday at a luncheon given to the members 
of the Northern Senate, at Clandeboye, by 
the Speaker of the House (the Marquis of 
Dufferin and Ava). An old Irish tankard, 
made 'in Dublin, mounted on a plinth, 
bearing the names of the members of the 
Senate, was presented to Lord London- 
derry, who recently resigned his position 
of the Minister of Education and Leader 
of the House. 

At the moment, said Lord 
Londonderry in returning thanks, they 
were overshadowed by a cloud cutting 
them off from the sunshine of prosperity 
and of happiness. The air was full of re- 
criminations, of threats, of suspicions. A 
paralysis gripped the coalfields — a 
paralysis which was spreading slowly, but 
surely, over the whole of the industry in 
Great Britain and Ulster. 

They had weathered one storm, with ap- 
parentiv magnificent ease—a storm which 
would have destroyed a community less 
balanced and trained for centuries in the 
arts of administration and government. So 
easily had they weathered that storm that 
perhaps they did not realise the full signi- 
ficance of the signs of the’ present situa- 
tion. How earnestly he hoped that reason 
would prevail. Of course, reason would 
prevail; but the longer the delay the more 
slowly would be the process of recovery, 
and the greater would be the. effort re- 
quired to resume their position in the 
markets of the world, and to repair the 
ravages of the war. 

Various plans were being put forward, 
and all postulated and demanded some 
sacrifice.

merry throng. The effect of this spiteful 
trick of Old Mother Weather was brought to 
nought by the infectious good humour of the 
nigger maidens, who carried on rather pro- 
miscuous flirtations with the passers-by; by 
the untuneful strains of the coloured 
minstrels in the van; by the carnival spirit 
of Riffians, who celebrated their recent defeat 
by utteritig fiendish war-whoops and giving 
all honour and glory to their leader Abd-e.- 
Krim for the magnificent manner in whics 
he surrendered to the French. 

Immediately after the Provost’ (the Right 
Hon. and Most Rev. Dr. Bernard) announced 
the names of the new Fellow and Scholars 
from the steps, the students set up a 
““ Provost ’’ at another venue, who appeared 
to be more to their liking in the matter of 
fun-making. 

One by one the famous foreign visitors, 
whose names are enshrined in modern, as 
well. as ancient history, were ushered into the 
presence of the ‘*‘ Provost’’ with due cere- 
mony, to the accompaniment of the dis- 
cordant blare of trumpets supplied by the 
native band of the College. Abd-el-Krim, 
looking none the worse for wear, strode 
proudly forward leading his meagre and 
watery-looking band of followers. 

The next arrivals at the Palace of Cere- 
monies were the two Rugby teams—one re- 
presenting Trinity College for the year 1866, 
and the other, headed by Harold Lloyd, was 
the modern American “ crack’ team. 

The Queen of Sheba, carried in a very un- 
comfortable palanquin, and escorted by a 
myriad of coloured pages, dancing girls, 
Slaves, and an imposing looking bodyguard, 
was the next personage of note to enter. 
Close on her heels came King Solomon, whos? 
face bore a very blank and vacant expression. 
His wives, slaves and trumpeters clustered 
round him as he entered. With a fluent 
tongue he gibbered for a short time in reply 
to the address of welcome presented to him. 
Ít was stated that when asked if he would 
like to be married for a day to the Queen 
of Sheba, the wise old man said something 
that sounded like “ves.” The ‘‘ Provost.” 
assisted by the “ Archbishop,’’ however, per- 
formed the ceremony, in the midst of which 
Solomon's chief wife objected, because he 
had not given her time to get a divorce, 
although she had been married to him for 
fifteen years. 

There followed an examination for Fellow- 
ships, the candidates for which were Sadie B. 
Good, of Valencia University, and Alfonso 
Attaboy, a typical American. The External 
Examiner was Professor Ukulele Ike, of Tim- 
buctoo. After a number of questions had 
been put to both candidates by the examiner, 
Fellowships were granted to them. To show 
her appreciation of his generosity, Sadie B. 
Good fondly embraced the examiner, and 
asked him to take her out to tea as she was 
thirsty. 

The Queen of Sheba received a She B.A. 
degree, whilst Solomon had the degree of 
LL.M. (Mother-in-Laws) conferred on him. 
Abd-el-Krim received the D.M.P. (Diploma in 
Materia Publica). 

Tired of ceremonising, the party adjourned 
to the sports and pleasure grounds, where, 
after some dancing exhibitions by the Dancing 
Dervishes, a musical interlude by the Native 
Band, some posing by the Queen of Sheba and 
Sadie B. Good, and other novelties to enter- 
tain the notable personages present, a ‘‘seven- 
a-side ” Rugby match between Trinity, 1866, 
and Modern . America was played with a 
‘* Soccer ” ball. The match concluded when 
all the American team had been ordered off 
the field by the indignant referee, who was 
divested of his corsets. 

In the meanwhile, the soldiers of Abd-el- 
Krim and the maidens of Sheba were engaged 
in a wild flirtation, and, when things were 
reaching a climax, both on the field and off, 
a motherly cow entered the arena vith milk 
for the players and for Felix the Cat.

UNVEILING CEREMONY 
PLANS. 

After Mass and Divine Service at Ypres 
on Sunday, August 15th, the party will 
leave Wrytschaete, where, it is hoped, that 
the unveiling ceremony will be performed by 
the King of the Belgians.

It. is anticipated that over a thousand ex- 
officers and men, as well as the widows and 
relatives of deceased soldiers, will travel with 
the pilgrimage, which will leave Dublin on 
Friday evening, August 13th, en rowte for 
London, Dover, and Ostend.

B. Hickie, who commanded the 16th (Irish) 
Division in .the Great War, explained the 
arrangements which he and his energetic com- 
mittee have made for the journey and the 
unveiling ceremonies. He pointed out that 
owing to the dislocation of the transport ser- 
vices caused by the coal dispute they had 
not been able to get from Messrs, Cook, who 
have been entrusted with the arrangements, 
the cost of the proposed tour of the battle- 
fields, but it may be taken that the price of 
tickets will be reasonable. ' 


THE PROGRAMME. 

Outlining the wpute to be followed, he said: 
“We shall leave Dublin on the evening of 
August 13th, arriving via Ostend at Ypres 
on the afternoon of the following day, when 
a wreath will be laid on the Munster Memo- 
rial in the Grand Place.

There is every hope oí a settlement of 
the crisis that has arisen in Irish railway 
circles, consequent on the decision of the 
Irish Railways Wages Board recommend- 
ing a reduction of the wages of all the men 
employed on the railways. 

The proposed “ cut ” is to become opera- 
tive on the first pay-day in June—next 
Friday—but there are different pay-days 
for the various sections of the railways. 

A private conference of the representa- 
tives of the Irish railways’ managements 
was held in Belfast yesterday. Those 
present included Mr. M. F. Keogh, 
General Manager, Great Southern Rail- 
ways, Dublin, and Mr. Stevens, Manager, 
Great Northern Railway, Dublin. . The 
subject of the negotiations which are to 
take place with the representatives of the 
men in regard to the reduction in wages 
was under consideratign. . 

It is understood that, as the result of 
this conference, matters are much more 
hopeful than they have®been during the 
last few days. 

It is authoritatively stated that a con- 
ference between the representatives of the 
men and managements has been arranged 
to take place in Dublin on next Thursday, 
at 11 am. The Great Southern Railways 
and the Great Northern Railways will be 
represented by their respective general 
managers and other officials, and the 
workers who are affected will be repre- 
sented by Mr. C. T. Cramp, Industrial 
General Secretary of the National Union 
of Railwaymen; by Mr. Waters, Irish 
Secretary of the Union; by the General 
Secretary of the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion ;, by officials of the Society of Loco- 
motive Engineers and Firemen, and 
others.

“CHINA. 


MARSHAL SUN AND AN 
INDEPENDENT STATE. 


-—- 


The Times, in a leading article, says :—In 

the absence of much fuller information it 1s 
not easy to appraise the importance of the 
news from Shanghai which reached us on 
Sunday. Marshal Sun Chuan Fang,, the 
Governor-General of the block of five great 
provinces, had announced, it seems, his inten- 
tion to form them into an independent State. 
They are the three maritime provinces of 
Kiangsu, Chekiang and Fukien, with Anhwei 
and Kiangsi by way. of hinterland. They 
form a fairly compact geographical whole, m- 
clude Shanghai, the wealthiest city of the 
Far East and a chief port in the trade of the 
world, and they ‘command the lower reaches 
of the Yangtze Kiang. It is obvious that if 
the Marshal could carry out this project, the 
whole situation in China would be profoundly 
changed. He has shown ability and firmness 
ot late in his administration of the provinces 
under his charge, and originality in the con- 
solidation of the districts round Shanghai into 
a single large municipality. It is significant 
that he took this step with the acknowledged 
purpose of supporting a Chinese claim for the 
return to China of the foreign settlements of 
Shanghai, 
' More interesting just now is his attitude 
towards Peking. This, too, is a little obscure. 
If good government emerges in Peking—a turn 
of phrase which implies that it has not yet 
emerged, and that possibly it may never 
emerge there—Marshal Sun will give it his 
support. Should it fail to emerge, ne will not 
interfere, nor will be brook interference from 
it. The last words, at all events. are clear. 
They are a frank declaration of rebellion 
against any Central Government which the 
Marshal does not consider ‘‘ good.”’

CONSERVATIVE MEMBERS AND 
RUSSIA. 

The Daily Telegraph, referring to the re- 
port of the four Conservative members who 
have been visiting Soviet Russia, says :—Their 
mission, of course, was entirely unofficial, and 
many of the judgments which they have 
formed are little likely to be welcomed in Con- 
servative circles, It looks as if their overmaster- 
ing desire for the restoration of the Russian 
market, which, as they say, would be of con- 
siderable benefit to our unemployed, has some- 
what numbed their critical faculties. They 
are probably right as to the firm establish- 
ment of the Soviet’ power and its unassail- 
ability from without. But if “a diplomatic 
and commercial settlement satisfactory to both 
sides ’’ is within the bounds of possibility in 
the near future, as their report suggests, we 
are bound to say that the evidence of its near- 
ness is not to be found in this particular 
document.

PEKING. M onday. 

After two days of desperate fighting, the 
Kuominchun (Nationalist) Army, debouching 
from the Nankow Pass, has broken the Man- 
churian Army - line, compelling the Man- 
churian forces to retire to a new line, twelve 
miles north of Peking. 
The Kuominchun forces are still holding 
this new captured territory, and apprehension 
ia felt in Peking that the Kuominchun forces 
may again occupy the capital. 
The Manchurian Army, it is reported, is 
beset by new troubles, owing to the mutiny 
of its bandit division at Langfang, midway 
between Peking. and ‘Tientsin, which has 
caused suspension of all traffic. The mutineers 
have been disarmed, but many have escaped 


aot marauding and looting the country- 
side. 


The” Kuominchun Commander asserts that 
he has recovered possession of the railway 
across Northern Shansi, thus again uniting his 
scattered armies, and making possible strong 
reinforcements on the Peking bai. 

What adds to the myatery of the present 
offensive of the Kuominchun Armies, apart 
from the necessity of obtaining food, is the 
apparent inactivity of Marshal Wu Pei-fu's 
troops. which, thus far, have not been 
engaged. 

The unofficial report of a break between 
Marshal Wu _ Pei-fu and Marshal Chang 
T'so-Lin is not confirmed, but it is certain that 
the Wu Pei-fu troops are remaining inactive 
against the Kuominchun on all fronts. 

The Foreign Legations here believe that a 
further overturn of the Government is im- 
minent, as not a single Minister has yet 
entered the new Yen Cabinet. The present 
situation makes it doubtful whether the 
scheduled final session of the Tariff Con- 
ference will be held on Wednesday. 

Latest reports received @bere indicate that 
the Kuominchun Army 18 successfully ad 
varcing against the Shansi troops at Tatung. 
This circumstance and other indications of 
Nationalist successes are increasing the appre- 
hension felt here at the probable outcome of 
another big Nationalist victory.

Now the Constitution in 
force precisely keeps the President aloof from 
such work, [ should havé to suffer too 
much, to bend too much: another sort of 
character is wanted for that. I ask pardon 
for the disappointment I have caused, not 
only to those who voted for me, but also to 
those who, outside the Assembly, required 
this thing of me. My conscience, to which 
I have appealed a thousand times in the 
last few days. does not allow me to comply 
with these requests. Conveying my thanks 
once more for my election, I call for the 
immediate election of a fresh President of the 
Republic. May God prosper it.

EVOLUTION TRIAL.

ECHO OF THE DAYTON FARCE. 

NASHVILLE, TENNESSEE, Monday. 
The celebrated Scopes’s evolution case again 
figures in the day’s news. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. John T. Scopes, a young 
High School teacher, on July 21st, 1925, was 
found guilty at Dayton, Tennessee, of violat- 
ing the new State law, which forbids the 
teaching of evolution, and was fined one 
hundred dollars and costs. The late Mr. W. 
J. Bryan appeared as witness for the prosecu- 
tion. í 

The ease has now come before the State 
Supreme Court here on an appeal by Mr. 
Neal, Mr. Scopes's counsel, who presented 
a carefully - prepared technical argument 
attacking the law. on the ground that it 
constituted a-violation of both the Tennessee 
and the United States Constitutions, which 
guarantee liberty of conscience and religion 
and free speech. 

Mr. Charles Strong, of 
prominent lawyer and President of the 
Unitarian Lawyers’ League, who appeared 
for the Unitarian denomination, argued that 
many sincere Christians saw nothing in the 
theory of evolution that weakened their faith 
in God. 

Mr. William Jennings Bryan, jun.; on the 
other hand, submitted a written argument in 
support of the anti-evolution law.—(Reuter.)

- FREE STATE TARIFFS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRIST TIMES. 

Srr,—I read with much pleasure Mr. 
O’Shea’s letter on the subject of protection in 
this day's issue of your paper. It is a 
reasoned and restrained rebuff to those people 
who are making wild statements about retalia- 
tion, There is one irrefutable fact—that 
farming is a sweated industry, not only here, 
but all over the world. Capital or labour 
does not get adequate remuneration out of it. 
I have never seen the shares of a purely agri- 
cultural company’ quoted on the Stock Ex- 
change. I see the shares of tea-planting, 
rubber, jute and coffee companies quoted, and 
“ going strong,” If agriculture were a paying 
proposition, it would very qitickly be exploited 
by financiers. i 

I believe that the only way to improve con- 
ditions in Ireland is by protection. As the 
numbers of the manufacturing population in- 
creased, so would the home mabket for farm 
produce, until it came to a point when it 
would be possible to leyy a duty on imported 
food-stuffs, thereby raising the remuneration 
of all connected with farmingx”To reach that 
point would not of necessity mean an Increase 
of population: all that is wanted is an In- 
crease in the purchasing power of th: people. 
A man on the “'dole ” or a half-time agricul- 
tural labourer as a purchasing unit is not 
much use to any country. 

The men who propose to resuscitate the 
Free State by cutting down Mfnisterial salaries 
ara Only fit to “ dale in dilisk.”” Many public 
companies pay their  ~managing directors, 
between gcáin Ag and’ sataties, £10,000 and 
£12,000 a year, and it has happened times 
without number that those men have pulled a 
bankrupt business into a strong financial con- 
dition.— Yours, ha at.

PAPER-MAKING IN THE FREE 
STATE, : 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH: TIMES. 
Sim,—-I hope that the efforts which are 
being made to re-open the very old-established 
paper mills at Saggart may prove successful, 
this being the only mill in the Free State that 
manufactures high-grade writing and account 
book qualities of paper. Our Government has 
already ‘‘ protected “” various industries, such 
as sweets, jams, soaps, candles, boots, clothing, 
brushes, furniture, etc. ; but the wrapping and 
packing paper industry, which is now 
‘* protected ” in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland by a 164 per cent. ad ralorens tariff, 
is left at the mercy of the foreign manu- 
facturers, who, by reason of depreciated 
currencies, lower rates of wages and longer 
working hours. are in a position to continue 
to dump their products in the Irish Free 
State. 

It is, I think, obvious that the foreigner, 
being confronted with a tariff jg Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland, will dáilte even more 
attention to our Free State market. It surely 
cannot be stated with truth that the applica 
tion under present circumstances of a suitable 
tariff to imported wrapping and packing paper 
in this country could be construed as an un- 
friendly act towards our ‘best customer.” 
The British Government did not lightly em- 
mark upon “ protection, under the Safe- 
guarding of MME her Act, for this industry. 
On the contrary, they set up a commission of 
independent men, who took evidence for and 
against from all parties concerned, who re- 
ported unanimously in favour of the tariff 
referred to: and surely, if such a step was 
necessary to save British mills from extine- 
tion, the need for Government action here is 
all the more imperative. 
The British tariff does not—very properly— 
extend to papers such as vegetable parchment, 
grease-proof and waxed papers, etc., which 
are not made in the British Isles and are eon- 
sidered as raw material for creameries, sweet, 
jam and biscuit factories, etc. The British 
Dominions have for years past imposed tariffs 
on the various classes of paper which compete 
with their own mills, and I fail to see why 
our Government should hesitate to adopt a 
similar line.

HOUSES FOR .THE PEOPLE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—the leading article .on the above 
subject in your issue of May 26th was of 
special interest to the: citizens of Bray, who 
have recently, through their Housing Council, 
established a public utility society with a 
view to improving the housing conditions in 
the district. At a public meeting held in 
Bray on Thursday evening last, organised by 
the Bray Housing Council, a large and repre- 
sentative gathering assembled in support of 
the building scheme proposed by the Bray 
Public Utility Society, Ltd. This scheme, 
which is in the nature-of an initial experi- 
ment, provides for the erection of eight four 
roomed houses and four five-roomed houses 
on an excellent site situated on the outskirts 
of the town. Lhe houses are intended for 
residents in Bray, and 5nly applications from 
such will be considered. The estimated cost 
of every four-roomed house is about £470, 
and that of the five-voomed house about £530. 
The Government grant is being utilised and 
assistance is being given by the Urban 
District Council (under powers conferred by 
the Housing Act, 1925), both together 
amounting to about one-third of the total 
cost wí the scheme. The remaining two- 
thirds (about £4,000). is to be raised from 
investors in the form of loan stock whicis 
will be issued in multiples of £10 and will 
bear interest at 5%, 

The tenants. will become owners of their 
houses on cg@impletion of payments spread over 
15, 20 or 25 vears in the form of weekly 
purchasing varving from about 12s.

THE LUCAN TRAMWAY. 
"O THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIME 

Srr,—It appears as though Lucan will not 
have transit facilities restored unless a 
sum of £5,250 is paid for the widening of 
narrow and dangerous corners in the various 
townships. The sum is not large, and if the 
Tramway Company had only this sum to con- 
sider there is little doubt that they would 
have come to an agreement with the town- 
ships. It must be remembered, however, that 
the Tramway Company have agreed to expend 
a sum of £70,000 in acquiring and reconstruct- 
ing the Lucan line, and to incur considerab!¢ 
expense for re-surfacing of roads, etc. I quite 
agree with Surgeon McArdle that these road 
improvements should be paid for out ef the 
Road Fund, hut I suggest that. in order ta 
remove the present deadlock, the Tramway 
Company might contribute half of the amount 
required. 

The whole question is ove of national 
importance, and the extension oí. the lease ta 
the Tramway Company would mean :'— 

1.—A guarantee to the city, county and 
townships of large annual payments for way- 
leaves, rates and maintenance of roads, for a 
further period of 50 years. At present these 
payments amount to almost £100,000 per 
annui. 

2.—The development of the Lucan districf 
by means of a through tramway service to the 
centre of the city. i 

3.-—The increased: value of the Tramway 
Company as an asset to the city, the county 
and the townships. 

4.—The employment of hundreds of men at 
present unemployed and consequent relief of 
taxation. 

The road improvements in the townships 
would relieye congestion to traffic and..would 
greatly benefit the public generally. If Presi- 
dent Cosgrave called a further conference of 
all concerned and suggested a compromise, 
there is little doubt that a settlement would 
be quickly arrived at.—Yours, etc.,
